PROJECT  TEAMWORK  The  La  Salle 
Athletic  Department  upholds  the  University's 
mission  of  service  through  Project 
TeamWork.  Project  TeamWork  is  a  youth 
outreach  and  community  service  project 
sponsored  by  La  Salle  University's  Division 
of  Intercollegiate  Athletics.  Project 
TeamWork  utilizes  La  Salle  student-athletes 
and  coaches  as  mentors  and  role  models  to 
youth  who  need  academic,  social,  and/or 
emotional  support.  Student-athletes  must 
meet  program  criteria  and  have  an  interest  in 
helping  children  in  the  local  community. 
Student-athletes  also  volunteer  their  time  to 
tutor  area  youth  in  cooperation  with  the 
La  Salle  Mentoring  Program.  For  four 
straight  years  Project  Teamwork  has  been 
recognized  for  excellence  by  the  National 
Consortium  for  Athletics  and  Society. 

Project  TeamWork  programs  include: 


Campus  Visitations  -  Campus  visits  are 
arranged  to  bring  youth  to  the  La  Salle 
campus  to  experience  college  life  and 
to  make  educational  attainment  a  goal. 

Clinics  and  Workshops  -  Many  athletic 
teams  sponsor  or  participate  in  clinics 
which  teach  techniques  and  principles 
of  their  sport. 

Explorer  Kids  -  Corporate  and  individual 
levels  of  sponsorship  allow  children  to 
attend  athletic  events  and  be  recognized 
for  their  accomplishments. 

Adopt-A-School  -  La  Salle  teams  and 
student-athletes  have  adopted  Logan 
Elementary  School  in  nearby  Olney. 
Student-athletes  work  directly  with  stu- 
dents, serving  as  mentors  and  tutors. 
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La  Salle  University  Women's 
Basketball  welcomed  its  seventh  head 
coach  in  the  program's  history  on 
August  30,  2004,  when  Tom  Lochner 
was  appointed  to  lead  the  team  start- 
ing in  the  2004-05  season.  This  season, 
Lochner  will  be  coaching  in  his  20th 
season  at  the  school  overall,  his  third 
as  head  coach. 

He  will  be  looking  to  improve  upon 
the  success  his  team  achieved  at  the 
beginning  of  the  2006  Atlantic  10  slate. 
La  Salle  went  7-1  in  the  month  of 
January,  the  most  wins  in  one  month  in 
more  than  a  decade  and  started  the 
conference  6-1,  which  vaulted  them  to 
the  top  of  the  A-10  standings  for  the 
first  time  in  school  history  Can.  23). 
However,  health  and  injury  problems 
late  hurt  the  team  and  they  finished  the 
season  11-17,  7-9  in  the  conference. 

In  his  first  year  as  head  coach, 
Lochner  guided  the  Explorers  to  a  12-16 
record  (6-10  A-10),  which  included  their 
first  win  over  George  Washington,  an 


NCAA  qualifier,  in  24  years,  and  a  9-5 
record  at  home. 

The  journey  for  Lochner  at  La  Salle 
began  when  he  joined  the  Explorers 
coaching  staff  in  1987  serving  as  a 
volunteer  assistant  for  two  seasons. 
After  gaining  full-time  coaching  status 
in  1989,  he  remained  as  an  assistant 
coach  until  the  1998-99  season, 
when  he  was  promoted  to  associate 
head  coach. 

He  has  been  involved  in  all  aspects 
of  the  Explorers  program  during  his 
career  at  the  school,  which  included 
serving  as  recruiting  coordinator,  and 
overseeing  the  skill  development  of 
both  the  guards  and  the  post  players. 
Lochner  has  been  extensively  involved 
in  game  coaching,  scouting,  daily 
practice  and  pregame  preparations 
throughout  his  previous  19  years. 
He  also  worked  with  the  academic 
support  staff  regarding  student- 
athlete  progress. 
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During  his  17  years  at  La  Salle 
University  prior  to  his  head  coaching 
stint,  Lochner  had  been  part  of  296 
La  Salle  victories  (296-196  overall).  He 
had  also  been  with  the  team  for  two 
NCAA  Tournament  appearances,  one 
WNIT Tournament  appearance,  three 
conference  titles,  four  Big  5  titles,  and 
five  20-win  seasons. 

In  addition  to  coaching  at  the  high 
school  and  college  levels,  Lochner  has 
extensive  summer  camp  experience, 
teaching  basketball  fundamentals  to 
young  athletes.  He  is  also  actively 
involved  in  alumni  and  booster 
fundraising  activities. 

Lochner  holds  two  degrees  from 
Temple  University,  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  Physical  Education  (1989)  and 
an  ED.M  in  Sports  Management  (1997). 
He  also  earned  a  Master's  of  Education 
from  La  Salle  in  2006. 

Lochner,  wife  Beth,  son  Curtis,  and 
daughter  Samantha,  reside  in  Willow 
Grove,  PA.

Head  Coach  Tom  Lochner  welcomed  back  Chrissie  (Donahue)  Doogan  to  the  La  Salle 
University  Women's  Basketball  coaching  staff  to  start  the  2004-05  season  and  in  August 
2005,  she  was  promoted  to  Associate  Head  Coach.  Doogan,  a  La  Salle  alumnae  (1997), 
served  as  an  assistant  for  the  Explorers  for  five  years  before  a  two-year  stint  with 
Cornell  University. 

This  will  be  Doogan's  12th  season  associated  with  La  Salle  Basketball,  which 
includes  four  years  as  a  player  and  her  eighth  as  a  coach,  and  this  is  her  10th  season 
coaching  overall.  For  Lochner,  Doogan  is  the  recruiting  coordinator  and  the  primary 
handler  for  the  skill  development  of  the  forwards. 

Doogan  is  one  of  the  top  players  ever  to  wear  an  Explorer  jersey,  ending  her 
career  as  the  school's  second-leading  scorer  with  1,818  career  points  and  third-leading 
rebounder  with  914.  Doogan  led  the  team  in  scoring  and  rebounds  her  sophomore, 
junior  and  senior  seasons.  In  2003,  she  was  inducted  into  the  La  Salle  Hall  of  Athletes. 

She  was  named  the  Philadelphia  Big  5  Player  of  the  Year  in  1995  and  the  Rookie 
of  the  Year  in  1994.  She  was  a  First  Team  All-Big  5  member  in  her  final  three  seasons  at 
La  Salle,  and  was  named  Second  Team  All-Big  5  as  a  freshman.  Her  outstanding  career 
in  the  Big  5  earned  her  a  spot  in  the  Hall  of  Fame  in  2002.

After  leading  her  team  to  a  pair  of  20-win  seasons,  Doogan  stayed  with  the  La  Salle 
program  as  an  assistant  coach  following  her  graduation  in  1997  and  held  that  position 
for  five  seasons.  Doogan  was  responsible  for  the  development  of  the  Explorers'  post 
players,  as  well  as  all  aspects  of  scouting  and  team  fundraising.

Mimi  Riley  enters  her  fourth  season  on  the  sidelines  at  La  Salle  University  as  an 
assistant  coach.

Outside  of  her  playing  for  the  Owls,  Smalls  worked  basketball  camps  at  both 
Temple  University  and  at  Norristown  High  School.  She  also  interned  at  both  the 
Dawn  Staley  Foundation  and  Staley  5,  where  she  helped  organize  basketball  clinics 
and  aided  in  the  development  of  a  girls  summer  league. 

Smalls  has  professional  basketball  experience,  having  played  for  the 
Birmingham  Power  of  the  National  Women's  Basketball  League.  During  her  tenure 
with  the  Power,  she  led  the  team  in  minutes  played  and  assists  as  the  starting 
point  guard. 

Since  the  beginning  of  her  collegiate  career  at  Temple,  Smalls  has  been  very 
active  in  the  community  and  worked  closely  with  children  at  basketball  camps  and 
most  recently  as  a  case  manager  for  the  Philadelphia  Youth  Services  Agency.

2005-06  YEAR  IN  REVIEW 


The  2005-06  Explorers  performed  at  a 
very  high  level  for  much  of  the  season. 
After  starting  the  season  with  a  win  in 
the  Image  Depot  Shootout  in  Tampa, 
Florida  and  holding  a  3-4  record, 
La  Salle  embarked  on  a  tough  three- 
game  stretch.  It  included  a  one-point  loss  to  Villanova,  a  13-point 
defeat  at  the  hands  of  i9th-ranked  Vanderbilt,  and  a  three-point 
loss  to  undefeated  Kansas.  Those  three  teams  were  a  combined 
24-5  at  the  time  La  Salle  faced  them. 

The  calendar  changed  to  January  and  the  team  turned  its 
attention  to  the  Atlantic  10  Conference  slate.  La  Salle  opened  the 
season  with  road  wins  at  Rhode  Island  and  Richmond,  its  first- 
ever  victory  at  the  Robins  Center,  which  was  won  on  a  15-foot 
jumper  by  sophomore  Carlene  Hightower  with  just  3.7  seconds 
left  in  the  game. 

A  66-64  overtime  loss  to  23rd-ranked  Temple  at  Tom  Gola 
Arena  did  not  derail  the  Explorers  run  at  reaching  the  top  of  the 
conference  standings.  When  they  defeated  Saint  Joseph's  on 
January  23,  La  Salle  stood  at  6-1  and  in  first  place  of  the  A-10  for 
the  first  time  ever  in  the  history  of  the  program.  Two  days  later, 
the  Explorers  defeated  Penn,  running  their  winning  streak  to  five 
straight  and  improving  its  record  to  10-8  overall.  They  finished  the 
month  of  January  with  seven  wins,  the  most  in  any  month  in 
almost  a  decade. 

However,  La  Salle  faltered  down  the  stretch  due  to  health  and 
injury  problems  and  finished  the  season  11-17,  7"9  m  the  confer- 
ence and  the  Spiders  avenged  the  earlier  loss  by  knocking  out 
the  Explorers  in  the  first  round  of  the  A-10  Tournament  for  only 
the  third  time  in  11  years. 

With  the  successful  start  to  the  season,  postseason  acco- 
lades poured  in,  most  notably  was  Hightower's  selection  as  the 
A-10  and  Big  5  Most  Improved  Player  award.  Her  break-out 
season  included  starting  in  every  game,  and  scoring  11.3  points 
and  grabbing  6.6  boards  per  game,  up  from  3.1  and  2.9  in  her 
freshman  campaign.  She  recorded  three  double-doubles  and 
scored  20+  in  two  games. 


Junior  Crista  Ricketts  was  honored  for  a  third  time  by  the  A-10 
and  Big  5  with  a  selection  to  the  First  Team  for  both.  She  scored 
13.8  points  a  game  and  grabbed  6.4  boards.  She  also  had  five 
games  of  20+  points  and  registered  five  double-doubles,  while 
becoming  the  second  fastest  Explorer  to  reach  1,000  points  in 
her  career. 

Another  player  who  surpassed  the  1,000-point  plateau  in  the 
season  was  Davineia  Payne,  who  left  the  school  12th  on  the  all- 
time  scoring  list  (1,214)  and  finished  her  career  in  the  top  10  in 
five  categories.  She  became  only  the  second  player  in  school  his- 
tory with  more  than  1,200  points,  600  rebounds  and  250  assists, 
as  she  started  and  played  in  every  game  of  her  La  Salle  career 
(113).  She  was  named  to  the  A-10  and  Big  5  Second  Teams. 

Other  accomplishments  achieved  by  the  2005-06  squad  was 
junior  Jenna  Graber  finishing  sixth  in  the  nation  (first  in  the  A-10) 
in  shooting  percentage  from  behind  the  arc  (45.1%),  and  was 
25th  in  made  three  pointers  per  game  (2.6).  Graber  set  a  single 
season  record  for  made  threes  at  the  school  with  74  and  helped 
La  Salle  finish  seventh  in  the  country  in  three-point  field  goal  per- 
centage (39.1%). 

Senior  Shaune  McLaughlin  was  also  among  the  nation's  best, 
finishing  22nd  in  the  country  in  Free  Throw  Percentage,  as  she 
also  led  the  conference.  She  converted  86.4%  of  her  foul  shots, 
which  tied  her  for  the  sixth-best  mark  in  a  season  at  La  Salle. 
The  Explorers  also  finished  second  in  the  nation  in  fewest 
turnovers  per  game  (12.5)  and  also  led  the  A-10  in  assist  to 
turnover  ration  (1.05). 

They  also  almost  pulled  of  a  feat  that  has  not  been  seen  at 
the  school  in  more  than  20  years.  All  five  starters  scored  more 
than  240  points,  which  had  not  been  done  since  the  1996-97  sea- 
son, and  if  all  would  have  hit  at  least  the  250-point  mark  -  Graber 
was  six  shy  -  it  would  have  been  the  first  time  since 
the  1984-85  season  that  five  players 
scored  at  least  250  points  in 
the  same  season.

In  doing  so,  the  Atlantic  10,  under  the 
leadership  of  commissioner  Linda  Bruno, 
instituted  the  Commissioner's  Honor 
Roll,  which  cites  every  Atlantic  10  stu- 
dent-athlete with  a  3.5  grade  point  aver- 
age or  better.  The  league  sponsors 
Academic  All-Conference  teams  in  each 
of  its  sports  and  honors  one  student-ath- 
lete per  sport  as  the  A-10  Student- 
Athlete  of  the  Year.  A  male  and  female 
Scholar-Athlete  of  the  Year,  which 
encompasses  all  A-10  sports,  is  also 
named.  The  Atlantic  10  also  provides 
postgraduate  scholarship  grants  to  qual- 
ified student-athletes. 

The  Atlantic  10  Conference,  with  a 
total  population  of  nearly  73  million 
people  within  its  geographic  footprint  of 
eight  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia, 
will  crown  champions  in  21  sports  this 
season:  baseball,  men's  and  women's 
basketball,  men's  and  women's  cross 
country,  field  hockey,  men's  golf, 
women's  lacrosse,  men's  and  women's 
indoor  and  outdoor  track  &  field, 
women's  rowing,  men's  and  women's 
soccer,  softball,  men's  and  women's 
swimming  &  diving,  men's  and  women's 
tennis,  and  women's  volleyball.

In  its  first  trip  lo  the  state  of  Florida  since  1997.  the  La  Salle  Explorers  defeated 
Tennessee-Martin,  72-55,  in  the  first  game  of  the  Image  Depot  Shootout,  which  ran  the 
Explorers  record  in  season  openers  to  30-4. 

Junior  Crista  Ricketts  and  senior  Davineia  Payne  proved  why  they  were  selected  to  the 
j  preseason  All-Atlantic  10  teams.  The  pair  combined  for  35  points  and  15  rebounds,  while 
senior  Shaune  McLaughlin  recorded  a  career-high  in  assists,  dishing  out  14. 
\  Ricketts  tied  a  career-high  with  26  points  on  i2-of-i7  shooting  from  the  floor.  It  was  her 
'14th  career  game  with  more  than  20  points,  her  43rd  game  over  10  (in  54  games),  and  the 
ri2  field  goals  made  is  a  career-best. 

Payne  came  close  to  recording  her  12  double-double  of  her  career  with  a  nine-point, 
eight-rebound  performance  in  the  victory,  while  McLaughlin,  whose  previous  high  for 
assists  in  a  game  was  eight  at  Providence  (12/22/04),  had  as  many  by  halftime. 

The  Explorers  started  the  game  on  an  8-0  run,  which  included  two  fast-break  lay-ups  by 
Carlene  Hightower,  and  held  the  Skyhawks  scoreless  for  the  first  four  minutes.  Hightower 
ended  the  game  with  14  points. 

Tennessee-Martin  (0-1)  would  make  its  own  run  over  the  next  two  minutes,  cutting  their 
deficit  to  one  at  8-7,  but  back-to-back  baskets  by  Payne  pushed  the  Explorer  lead  back  to 
-Ave  and  the  Skyhawks  would  never  get  closer  than  three. 

The  Skyhawks  were  led  by  Andreika  Jackson,  who  scored  13  points,  and  Deina 
Willingham,  who  had  11  points  and  seven  rebounds. 

La  Salle  (1-0)  held  a  13-point  halftime  advantage  at  36-23,  and  were  up  14  (49-35). 
[before  a  14-2  run  over  a  five-minute  span  put  the  game  out  of  reach.

Looking  to  start  the  season  2-0  for  the  first  time  since  the  2001-02  season,  La  Salle 
dropped  a  60-54  decision  to  Texas-Arlington  in  the  final  day  of  the  Image  Depot  Shootout. 

Sophomore  Carlene  Hightower,  who  scored  14  points  Saturday,  led  the  Explorers  as  she 
recorded  her  second  career  double-double,  with  team-highs  in  points,  16  -  which  also  tied 
her  career-high,  and  rebounds,  11,  and  was  named  to  the  All-Shootout  Team. 

The  Explorers  were  held  to  just  five  points  through  the  first  eight  minutes,  all  from  jun- 
ior Jenna  Graber,  as  Texas-Arlington  built  a  seven-point  lead.

With  less  than  four  minutes  remaining,  La  Salle  held  a  seven-point  lead  over  unbeaten 
Kansas.  However,  the  Jayhawks  closed  out  the  game  on  an  11-4  run  as  they  escaped  with 
a  75-72  victory  over  the  Explorers.  In  front  of  more  than  4,000  fans,  Kansas  (11-0)  and  off 
to  its  best  start  in  program  history,  used  five  points  in  the  run  by  Erica  Hallman,  who  scored 
all  of  her  11  points  in  the  second  half,  and  when  she  hit  her  only  three  (1-5)  of  the  night,  it 
gave  the  layhawks  a  73-72  lead  with  1:02  remaining. 

La  Salle  (3-7)  had  two  possessions  to  retake  the  lead,  but  on  the  first,  junior  Crista 
Ricketts  missed  on  a  jumper,  and  after  Kansas'  Marija  Zinic  missed  her  first  free  throw  of  a 
one-and-one,  the  Explorers  had  another  chance  with  12  seconds  left.  Again  the  Explorers 
went  to  Ricketts  off  an  out-of-bounds  play.  She  was  able  to  get  a  shot  off  in  traffic,  but  was 
unable  to  get  it  to  fall  as  La  Salle  dropped  its  fourth  straight  game. 

The  Explorers  held  a  10-9  lead  at  the  15:57  mark  of  the  first  half,  but  Kansas  scored  six 
straight  points  to  take  the  first  lead  of  more  than  a  basket  in  the  game  and  after  an  Ivana 
Catic  basketball,  pushed  their  lead  to  double  figures  at  30-20  with  7:35  left  in  the  first. 

Out  of  a  called  time-out.  La  Salle  responded  with  a  15-2  run  over  the  next  five  minutes 
1  to  take  the  lead  at  35-32.  Ricketts  started  the  run  with  two  free  throws,  Alyse  Hoover  and 
Carlene  Hightower  each  scored  four,  Shaune  McLaughlin  hit  a  three,  and  the  run  was 
capped  when  Davineia  Payne  scored  with  2:38  left  in  the  first  half.  Kansas  scored  eight  of 
the  final  10  points  of  the  first  half  to  take  a  38-37  lead  into  the  break.  They  scored  four 
straight  to  start  the  second  half  to  take  a  five-point  lead,  their  biggest  of  the  second  half. 

The  game  was  again  tied  at  62-62  with  7:07  left  (it  was  the  10th  tie,  there  were  eight 
lead  changes),  before  the  Explorers  scored  seven  straight  points  to  match  its  largest  lead 
of  the  night.  And  after  trading  baskets,  La  Salle  held  a  71-64  lead  with  3:19  to  go

2005-06  SEASON  IN  REVIEW: 

RECAPS  AND  BOX  SCORES 


Junior  Crista  Ricketts  scored  24  points  and  grabbed  12  rebounds  to  lead  La  Salle  to  a  55- 

48  victory  over  Rhode  Island.  She  helped  La  Salle  end  its  four-game  losing  streak,  longest 

since  January  2004  (a  five-game  losing  streak),  and  end  the  team's  road  woes.  They  had 

not  won  a  game  on  an  opponents  home  court  since  winning  at  Rhode  Island  last  year  (Jan. 

19,  2005)  and  they  improved  their  record  against  the  Rams  to  15-1  all-time. 

Despite  holding  the  Rams  scoreless  for  the  game's  first  five  minutes,  La  Salle  was  only 
able  to  take  a  2-0  lead,  turning  the  ball  over  seven  times  during  that  stretch.  Averaging  just 
12.4  turnovers  a  game,  the  Explorers  committing  a  season-high  18  in  the  game. 

La  Salle  (4-7, 1-0  A-10)  was  able  to  start  hitting  its  shots  -  2-for-i4  to  start  the  game  - 
and  built  a  15-6  lead  with  Ricketts  scoring  10  points.  She  then  ended  a  6-0  Ram  run  with 
another  basket  with  less  than  four  minutes  to  go  in  the  first,  putting  La  Salle  up  17-12. 

Rhode  Island  (3-8,  0-1  A-10  play)  pulled  to  within  two  points  after  Mia  Marcus  hit  a 
three-point  basket,  but  the  Explorers  closed  out  the  half  on  a  6-0  run  to  go  into  the  break 
i  up  23-15.  Ricketts  scored  three  more  in  the  run  for  15  points  in  the  first,  matching  the 
Rams'  output,  and  added  eight  boards. 

After  junior  Jenna  Graber  hit  her  only  three  of  the  night  at  the  18:32  mark  of  the  second, 
La  Salle  pushed  its  lead  into  double  digits.  They  held  a  14-point  advantage  with  12:05  left 
in  the  game  after  scoring  four  straight  points,  two  on  technical  free  throws  by  senior 
Shaune  McLaughlin  and  another  basket  by  Ricketts. 

The  Rams  began  using  a  1-3-1  half-court  trap  to  get  back  into  the  game.  Amanda 
McGrew  started  the  comeback  with  five  straight  points,  and  Tanya  Rhodes  scored  six 
points.  Her  basket  at  the  5:14  mark  cut  the  La  Salle  lead  to  just  four  points  (45-41). 

Ricketts  would  score  five  points  to  help  La  Salle  take  command  of  the  game,  and  when 
she  hit  a  free  throw  with  36  seconds  left,  the  Explorers  were  up  nine  (52-43).

Sophomore  Carlene  Hightower  hit  a  15-foot  jumper  with  3.7  seconds  left  to  lift  La  Salle 
to  a  59-58  victory  over  Richmond  in  Atlantic  10  action.  Leading  for  most  of  the  game,  the 
Explorers  would  fall  behind  by  as  many  as  six  points  (58-52)  with  less  than  two  minutes  to 
go,  but  showed  resolve  to  get  the  chance  for  the  winning  basket. 

La  Salle  (5-7,  2-0  A-10)  got  a  basket  from  senior  Shaune  McLaughlin,  then  a  three-point- 
ler  by  junior  Jenna  Graber  which  would  cut  the  deficit  to  one.  A  missed  shot  by  the  Spiders 
Saona  Chapman  gave  La  Salle  a  chance  for  the  win,  which  Hightower  made  good  on. 

For  the  Explorers,  it  is  the  first  time  they  have  won  back-to-back  road  games  since  2003. 
hat  was  also  the  last  season  that  the  Explorers  started  the  A-10  slate  2-0.  It  was  also  the 
First  time  that  the  Explorers  have  beaten  the  Spiders  in  the  Robins  Center  in  five  tries. 

La  Salle  jumped  out  to  a  10-point  lead  at  14-4,  thanks  in  part  to  Hightower,  who  scored 
seven  points  in  seven  minutes,  which  included  her  first  career  three-point  basket. 

Richmond  (6-8, 1-1  A-10)  relied  on  Mirna  Mazic  and  Kelly  Roche  to  try  and  get  them  back 
into  the  game.  The  Spiders  cut  the  Explorer  lead  down  to  four  points,  22-18,  with  4:48  left 
in  the  first  half,  as  Mazic  scored  seven  points  and  Roche  five. 

McLaughlin  would  push  the  lead  up  to  seven  with  a  three-pointer  and  when  junior  Crista 
Ricketts  hit  a  basket  just  before  the  buzzer,  it  capped  an  Explorer  12-4  run  to  end  the  first 
half  and  gave  La  Salle  a  34-22  halftime  advantage. 

After  the  break,  the  Spiders  would  hold  La  Salle  to  just  one  field  goal  through  the  first 
1 13  minutes  as  they  made  a  comeback.  When  Roche  hit  a  three-pointer  with  4:12  left  in  the 
game,  it  gave  Richmond  its  first  lead  since  two  minutes  into  the  first  half. 

Mazic  scored  30  points,  the  first  time  La  Salle  has  allowed  a  30+  point  scorer  in  six  years 
(Brianne  Stepherson,  Boston  College,  31, 12/22/99).  However,  her  foul  shooting  doomed 
Richmond.  She  was  4-of-i4  from  the  line  and  missed  two  with  under  a  minute  left.

Temple's  Candice  Dupree  caught  a  court-length  pass  with  less  than  three  seconds  left, 
hit  a  lay-up  and  then  a  foul  shot  to  lift  the  #24/23-ranked  Owls  to  a  66-64  overtime  win. 

The  Explorers  had  just  taken  the  lead  64-63  with  four  seconds  left  after  junior  Crista 
Ricketts  also  scored  on  an  old-fashion  three  -  lay-up  and  foul  shot.  After  hitting  the  lay-up, 
Ricketts  faced  the  same  situation  she  had  near  the  end  of  regulation,  a  made  foul  shot 
would  give  the  Explorers  the  lead. 

This  time  she  converted  the  free  throw,  but  the  Owts  escaped  when  Lady  Comfort  threw 
.the  inbounds  pass  to  Dupree  for  the  winning  basket.  The  win  preserved  Temple's  A-10 
|  record  winning  streak,  which  now  stands  at  24  straight  wins  (including  postseason).

The  see-saw  game  was  tied  15  times  and  had  19  lead  changes  and  no  team  would  take 

►more  than  a  six-point  lead  in  the  first  half.  La  Salle  was  up  25-19  with  three  minutes  left  in 

the  first  before  Temple  reeled  them  back  in,  but  the  Explorers  still  led  at  the  break,  27-26. 

In  the  second,  the  game  was  again  tied  at  40-40  with  nine  minutes  left  before  La  Salle 

scored  seven  straight  points  in  1:14,  which  was  capped  by  a  three-point  basket  by  junior 

Jenna  Graber,  her  only  make  of  the  game,  giving  them  the  largest  lead  by  either  team. 

Temple  (10-3,  2-0  A-io,  30  Big  5)  tied  the  game  with  a  92  run  over  the  next  three  min- 
utes with  Kamesha  Hairston  scoring  five  of  her  13  points  in  that  stretch. 

After  a  jumper  by  Dupree  with  33  seconds  left  in  the  second  put  the  Owls  up  55-54,  the 
» Explorers  worked  the  ball  into  Ricketts,  who  was  fouled  on  her  shot  with  six  seconds  left. 
,She  made  the  first,  but  was  unable  to  make  the  second,  and  aftei  .1  timeout,  lemple  was 
able  to  get  two  shots  off  before  the  horn,  but  missed  both  forcing  the  extta  period.

All  five  La  Salle  starters  scored  in  double  figures,  as  the  Explorers  hit  a  team  record- 
tying  n  three  pointers  to  defeat  visiting  St.  Bonaventure,  86-66,  in  Atlantic  10  action,  end- 
ing their  three-game  home  losing  streak. 

Sophomore  Carlene  Hightower  recorded  game-highs  with  16  points  and  12  rebounds, 
while  junior  Jenna  Graber  scored  a  career-high  14  points,  which  included  knocking  down  4- 
of-5  three-point  attempts,  and  added  five  rebounds. 

Senior  Shaune  McLaughlin  hit  3-of-5  three-point  baskets  on  her  way  to  13  points  and 
added  a  five  assists  and  four  rebounds  to  her  totals. 

Senior  Davineia  Payne  and  junior  Crista  Ricketts  both  scored  12  points,  as  Payne  also 
added  five  assists  and  Ricketts  pulled  down  five  boards. 

It  was  the  second  time  this  season  that  the  Explorers'  starters  all  hit  for  double  figures. 
The  last  time  was  a  77-53  victory  over  Rider  on  Nov.  27,  2005.  It  is  also  the  most  points 
scored  by  La  Salle  this  season,  passing  the  77  points  versus  Rider.  The  11  three-pointers 
made  tie  the  mark  set  at  Delaware  (2001)  and  at  Rhode  Island  (2005). 

La  Salle  (6-8,  3-1 A-10)  scored  the  game's  first  15  points  and  held  the  Bonnies  scoreless 
for  the  games  first  5:45.  Ricketts  scored  six  points  in  the  run  and  had  12  at  the  half.  She 
was  just  17  points  shy  of  1,000  for  her  career,  but  was  shutout  in  the  second  half. 

St  Bonaventure  (7-8,  1-3  A-10)  bounced  back  and  scored  six  straight  points  and  after 
Priscilla  Edwards  hit  a  lay-up  with  11:26  left  in  the  first  half,  the  Bonnies  were  down  17-8. 
It  would  be  the  last  time  the  Explorer  lead  would  be  below  10  points. 

Off  the  bench,  sophomore  Alyse  Hoover  scored  eight  points  and  added  two  boards  for 
La  Salle.  The  3-1  mark  in  the  conference  is  ties  the  best  start  for  the  Explorers  in  the  A-10. 
During  the  1996-97  season,  the  Explorers  started  6-1,  went  12-4,  and  reached  the  semifi- 
nals of  the  conference  tournament.

Senior  Shaune  McLaughlin  scored  a  career-high  19  points  in  leading  La  Salle  to  a  61-53 
victory  over  Rhode  Island.  McLaughlin  finished  the  game  just  4-of-6  from  the  field,  but  she 
was  3-of-4  from  behind  the  three-point  line  and  also  converted  8-of-io  free  throws,  both 
career-highs  as  well.  She  added  four  rebounds,  three  assists  and  three  steals  to  her  totals. 

Junior  Crista  Ricketts  also  had  a  monumental  day,  as  she  became  the  second  fastest 
Explorer  to  reach  1,000  points,  and  the  21st  member  at  the  school.  She  entered  the  day 
just  five  points  away  and  her  foul  shot  with  1:45  left  in  the  first  half  put  her  at  the  mile- 
stone.

Sophomore  Melanie  Gibbons  scored  a  career-high  12  points  to  help  lead  La  Salle  to  a 
52-43  victory  over  the  host  Duquesne  Dukes.  Gibbons  was  5-for-6  from  the  floor  and  hit 
her  only  two  free  throws,  while  she  also  added  a  career-high  seven  boards.  The  12  points 
off  the  bench  is  the  most  by  an  Explorer  this  year. 

Duquesne  (6-11,  1-5  A-10)  held  the  Explorers  to  just  a  three-point  basket  by  senior 
Davineia  Payne  through  the  game's  first  five  and  a  half  minutes  and  forced  La  Salle  into 
five  turnovers.

La  Salle  used  an  18-4  run  in  a  four-minute  span  in  the  second  half  to  turn  a  tie  game  with 
Saint  Joseph's  into  a  14-point  lead,  and  then  hit  i5-of-i6  free  throws  down  the  stretch  to 
hold  on  for  a  65-50  victory  over  the  Hawks. 

Saint  Joseph's  (12-6,  4-3  A-10)  led  early  in  the  game  by  10  points,  but  trailed  for  most  of 
Mhe  second  half.  They  finally  got  their  first  lead  in  the  second  after  a  Timisha  Gomez  three- 
rpointer,  and  when  Erica  Pollock  scored  two  of  her  team-high  18  points  with  9:25  left  in  the 
game,  the  game  was  knotted  at  32-32.

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BROTHER  MICHAELJ.  McGINNISS 
President,  La  Salle  University 


Now  in  his  second  term  as  President  of 
La  Salle  University,  Brother  Michael  J. 
McGinniss,  F.S.C.,  Ph.D.,  became  the 
University's  28th  president  on  July  1, 
1999.  He  previously  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  school's  Religion  Department 
and  for  five  years  was  President  of 
Christian  Brothers  University  in 
Memphis,  Tenn. 

Under  Br.  Michael's  direction,  the 
University  has  developed  a  new  strate- 
gic plan  and  significantly  increased 
enrollment,  giving,  and  alumni  involve- 
ment in  the  life  of  the  University.  In 
addition,  the  University  built  and 
opened  a  new  residence  hall  for  428 
students  and  adjoining  dining  facility 
in  2005.  In  cooperation  with  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  Br.  Michael  has  launched 
"Shoulder  to  Shoulder,"  a  fundraising 
initiative  whose  goal  is  to  raise  $25 
million  for  the  construction  of 
a  new  science  and  technology  center 
and  the  strengthening  of  the  endow- 
ment for  student  scholarships. 

A  native  Philadelphian,  Br.  Michael 
joined  the  De  La  Salle  Christian 
Brothers  in  1965  and  graduated  maxima 
cum  laude  from  La  Salle  in  1970  with  a 
degree  in  English.  He  obtained  his 
master's  degree  and  Ph.D.  in  Theology 
from  the  University  of  Notre  Dame. 

From  1970  to  1974,  he  was  a 
member  of  the  English  and  Religion 
departments  at  South  Hills  Catholic 
High  School  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  While  a 
graduate  student  at  the  University  of 
Notre  Dame,  he  taught  undergraduate 
courses  in  the  Theology  Department 
and  was  assistant  rector  of  Grace  Hall.

In  1984,  Br.  Michael  joined  the  fac- 
ulty at  La  Salle  on  a  full-time  basis, 
eventually  reaching  the  rank  of  full 
professor  in  1993.  Recognized  by  the 
De  La  Salle  Christian  Brothers  for  his 
qualities  as  a  leader,  he  attended  La 
session  'Internationale  des  etudes 
lasaliiennes  (a  program  of  study  of 
Lasallian  spirituality)  in  Rome  in  1991. 
He  became  Chair  of  La  Salle's  Religion 
Department  that  year,  and  the  follow- 
ing year  he  received  the  Lindback 
Distinguished  Teaching  Award.  Also  in 
1992,  he  was  appointed  vice  president 
of  the  La  Salle  University  Corporation. 
In  1995,  he  became  a  member  of 
La  Salle's  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  1994,  he  became  president  of 
Christian  Brothers  University.  Under 
his  leadership,  undergraduate  enroll- 
ment and  retention  rates  were 
increased;  a  Graduate  Education 
Program  was  established;  the  Athletic 
Department  joined  the  NCAA  Division  II 
Gulf  South  Conference;  new  residence 
halls  were  constructed;  enhancements 
were  made  to  science  labs  and  facili- 
ties; the  school's  Engineering  depart- 
ments were  re-accredited;  an  upgrade 
of  information  technology  systems 
throughout  the  campus  was  imple- 
mented; and  the  Center  for  Global 
Enterprise  was  founded.  He  also 


played  a  key  role  in  the  school's  125th 
anniversary  celebration. 

He  has  published  articles  in  such 
journals  as  Listening:  Journal  of 
Religion  and  Culture  and  New 
Theology  Review.  He  has  written 
chapters  in  religious  books  and  texts, 
including  "The  Catholic  University 
as  a  Context  for  Pastoral  Studies: 
Reflections  on  Three  Programs"  in 
Pastoral  Studies  in  the  University 
Setting  (University  of  Ottawa  Press). 
He  edited  six  volumes  of  the  Christian 
Brothers'  Spirituality  Seminar  Series. 
Since  1983,  his  reviews  of  books  have 
appeared  in  journals  such  as  Horizons, 
Theological  Studies,  Journal  of 
Ecumenical  Studies,  and  Holistic 
Nursing  Practice.  For  many  years,  he 
has  lectured  to  a  variety  of  academic 
and  professional  groups  on  issues 
related  to  spirituality,  pastoral  care, 
and  theology. 

His  academic  areas  of  expertise  are 
pastoral  theology,  history  and  theology 
of  ministry,  methods  and  models  of 
theological  reflection,  ecclesiology, 
and  Lasallian  spirituality. 

Br.  Michael  serves  on  the  Boards 
of  the  Association  of  Independent 
Colleges  and  Universities  of 
Pennsylvania,  American  University  of 
Rome,  Manhattan  College,  Calvert  Hall 
College  (Baltimore,  MD),  the  Greater 
Philadelphia  Urban  Affairs  Coalition  , 
the  Greater  Philadelphia  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  the  Office  of 
Community  Development  of  the 
Archdiocese  of  Philadelphia.  In  addi- 
tion, he  is  a  member  of  the  Chairman's 
Advisory  Council  for  the  World  Affairs 
Council  of  Philadelphia.

The  Explorers  Athletic  Department  has  three  top-notch  full- 
time  Athletic  Trainers  as  well  as  assistance  from  the  NovaCare 
Rehabilitation  group.  Bill  Gerzabek  enters  his  19th  year  as  the 
Director  of  Sports  Medicine  at  La  Salle  University.  The  two  assistant 
athletic  trainers  at  La  Salle  are  Kerrie  Eisenhauer,  who  enters  her 
fifth  season,  and  Chante  Rodenas,  who  is  in  her  third  year. 

The  Athletic  Trainers  are  on  staff  to  cover  all  of  the  Explorers 
home  games  and  practices.  They  also  travel  with  men's  basketball, 
women's  basketball,  football,  Softball,  baseball,  men's  soccer, 
women's  soccer,  lacrosse  and  field  hockey. 

La  Salle's  Athletic  Trainers  work  with  team  physicians,  student 
health,  and  the  counseling  center  to  help  oversee  the  well  being 
of  all  student-athletes. 

The  University  has  established  a  partnership  with  the  Albert 
Einstein  Health  Care  Network  and  provides  physicians  through 
the  Albert  Einstein  Sports  Medicine  program  located  less  than 
one  block  from  the  University.  Their  physicians  are  available  to 
La  Salle  student-athletes  on  the  University  campus. 

The  La  Salle  University  Athletic  Department  established  a 
partnership  with  NovaCare  Physical  Rehabilitation.  NovaCare 
has  become  the  "official  provider"  of  rehabilitation  for  student- 
athletes  at  La  Salle.  All  rehabilitation  is  performed  in  house  by 
La  Salle  University  staff  and  NovaCare  Physical  Therapists.

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TOM  GOLA  ARENA 

Home  of  the  Explorers 


More  than  50  years  ago,  in  Tom  Gola's  senior  season  of  1954-55,  the 
La  Salle  University  Men's  Basketball  team  played  the  majority  of  its  home 
games  in  Wister  Hall,  where  the  campus  bookstore  is  currently  located.  Since 
that  season,  the  men's  team  has  called  many  sites  off  campus  home;  how- 
ever all  that  changed  on  February  21, 1998  with  a  victory  over  Virginia  Tech. 

It  took  $6.3  million  and  280  calendar  days  from  groundbreaking  on  May 
17, 1997,  to  return  the  Men's  Basketball  team  to  20th  &  Olney  fulltime.  In 
their  last  home  game  of  the  1997-98  season,  the  Explorers  defeated  the 
Hokies,  74-64,  before  a  sellout  crowd  in  an  arena  that  went  from  approxi- 
mately 1,000  seats  to  its  current  capacity  of  4,000  -  a  400%  increase. 

Tom  Gola  Arena  is  the  home  of  the  Explorers  and  the  centerpiece  of  the 
Hayman  Center.  On  November  21, 1998,  La  Salle  officially  named  the  arena 
after  the  legendary  alum  of  the  school  in  a  ceremony  at  halftime  of  the  men's 
game  that  included  most  of  the  great  La  Salle  ballplayers  over  the  years.  That 
night,  the  La  Salle  Men's  and  Women's  Basketball  teams  played  a  twinbill  - 
the  women  defeated  Delaware  State,  84-59, the  men  beat  Howard,  86-63. 

The  women's  team  has  been  playing  at  Hayman  Hall  since  its  inception  in 
1972.  However,  during  the  renovation,  the  Explorers  played  at  Bucky  Harris 
Gym  on  the  campus  of  Philadelphia  Textile  (Philadelphia  University).  On 
February  1, 1998,  they  returned  "home"  for  the  first  game  at  the  Hayman 
Center,  a  67-55  loss  to  Virginia  Tech,  which  was  preceded  by  the  annual 
alumnae  game. 

In  the  eight-plus  seasons  that  the  Women  have  played  at  Tom  Gola  Arena, 
the  Explorers  have  played  108  games  and  have  a  62-46  record,  a  winning 
percentage  of  57%.  They  have  had  six  winning  seasons,  which  includes  a 
season-best  of  10-3  in  the  2003-04  season,  and  three  seasons  in  which  they 
went  9-5  (2000-01,  2002-03,  and  2004-05). 

The  Explorers  have  played  many  memorable  games  in  the  building,  but 
none  match  the  excitement  on  February  4,  2005,  when  the  women  ended  a 
24-year  drought  -  24  straight  losses  -  by  defeating  the  George  Washington 
Colonials,  65-53. 

As  far  as  points  scored  in  Tom  Gola  Arena,  no  woman  comes  close  to  the 
44  points  put  up  by  Rasual  Butler  on  February  23,  2002  against  Rhode 
Island,  but  Jill  Marano  does  hold  the  women's  mark  with  30  points  versus 
Richmond  on  January  23,  2003.  Five  women  have  scored  29  points  against 
the  Explorers,  which  includes  Noelia  Gomez  (George  Washington)  on 
January  28,  1999;  Kristeena  Alexander  (George  Washington)  on  December 
11, 1999;  Hilary  Goodrich  (Rhode  Island)  on  January  13,  2002;  Tonya  Rhodes 
(Rhode  Island)  on  January  29,  2004;  and  Rachel  Laws  (Binghamton)  on 
December  11,  2004.
